To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 


I have the honor to submit my sixth annual report. 

The present enrollment of Richmond pupils and their dis- 
tribution among the various schools are shown in the follow- 
ing table:

In order to afford the citizens of Richmond the opportunity 
of visualizing what the future enrollments may be, the follow- 
ing table has been prepared. The figures are in no way to be 
regarded as factual. They assume 100% promotion from year 
to year, the retention of all present pupils and the entrance of 
no new pupils from outside the town. As we all know, this is 
not likely to be the case. The table merely serves to indicate 
future enrollment trends and to act as a guide for future plan- 
ning.

No attempt was made to project the high school enroll- 
ments. The mortality rate between the eighth grade and the 
twelfth grade varies so much for small groups that projection 
figures would be extremely unreliable. 


The tuition rate in Keene for next year is $208.00 for ele- 
mentary school pupils and $280.00 for high school pupils. 
This is an increase of $58.00 in the elementary rate and $20 
in the high school rate over this year’s rates. 


The new elementary school in Swanzey Center can ac- 
commodate the sixth, seventh and eighth grade pupils from 
Richmond at a tuition rate of $150 per pupil. 


After thoroughly discussing the three possibilities of, first 
operating the two local schools, second closing all local 
schools and third sending the upper three grades to Swanzey 
and keeping the lower five grades in the North Richmond 
School, the school board decided that the third arrangement 
was best, taking into consideration economy as well as ef- 
ficiency. 


If Richmond is fortunate enough to receive state aid in 
subsequent years, it might be possible to either send all pupils 
out of town or to improve the facilities of the local school or 
schools. The conditions in the North Richmond School are far 
from ideal and could be improved immeasureably. 
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In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teacher, pupils and parents, the School Board and the pa- 
trons of our school for their cooperation.
